GENEVA (‘UPI)—India tried to 
break the long Geneva confer- 
ence deadlock on Laos Friday by 
offering a draft proposal requiring 
the Southeast Asian kingdom to 
agree to international control op- 
erations. 


Defense Minister V. K. Krishna 
Menon of India presented a 15- 
article proposal on controls which 
included provisions for the with- 
drawal of foreign troops from 
Laos. 


He put before the conference 
a separate document that called 
for the 14 nations represented 
here to discuss Laotian neutrality 
before they attacked the thorny 
problems of controls. 


Krishna Menon’s draft appeared 
to be closer to that of the Com- 
munists than that of the Western 
powers, but Western delegates re- 
served judgment. 


The Western position as set 
forth by France June 6 gives pri- 
ority to the cease-fire in Laos 
and controls of the commission. 
The Communist position as set 
forth by Russia May 17 insists 
that Laos’ neutrality be discussed 
before there are ironclad controls 
over the cease-fire. 


Krishna Menon stressed that 
the two issues were closely relat- 
ed and said that no decision on 
either should be binding until an 
over-all agreement on Laos is 
reached. 


Then he took off for New Delhi 
after his three-day mission here 
to try to get the eight-week-old 
conference started again. 


Krishna Menon himself admit- 
ted that the Indian proposal was 
in ‘general terms,”’ but observers 
singled out one phrase in article 
three as critical. 


It said the three-nation Inter- 
national Control Commission, ‘“‘in 
agreement with the government 
of Laos, will investigate by in- 
specting or in other ways as ap- 
propriate such difficulties in re- 
gard to the maintenance of the 
cease-fire which may arise.”

Foreign Newsmen 
Interview Cook 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook told a group of touring 
foreign correspondents Friday that he expects no vio- 
lence here when schools are desegregated this fall. 


If there is trouble, Cook said 
he believed Atlanta police could 
take care of it. If not, he added, 
the governor will assume main- 
tenance of order. 


The dozen correspondents, who | 
report on United Nations and 
New York area events for for- 
eign news media, called on Cook 
to get the views of an avowed 
segregationist. 

INHERENT FEAR 

They grilled him closely on 
such matters as segregation’s ef- 
fects on world opinion, mis- 
cegenation, segregation of living 
and dining facilities, and educa- 
tional opportunities for Negroes. 


Cook told the group that he 
believed there was ‘‘an inherent 
fear of intermarriage.”’ He said 
differing moral standards also 
contributed to segregation. 


‘“Mass_ integration represents 
violent revolution,’”’ the attorney 
general asserted. 


DEFENDS POSITION 


Cook defended segregation in 
places of business by explaining 
that it was based on the right 
of the individual to protect his 
own property. He said there were 
no state laws requiring such 
segregation, however. 


Questions from the correspon- 
dents reflected little sympathy 
with Cook’s point of view, though 
they thanked him at the end of 
the hour-long interview.

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Rusk Takes Leaf 


From Soviet Book 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk yes- 
terday launched a belated but force- 
ful counteroffensive against the Soviet 
Union’s assault on the United Nations 
which Premier Khrushchev began last fall 
and continues without letup. 


The secretary served notice that the 
United States would take a leaf from 
Moscow's book and veto the Soviet effort 
to change the United Nations into a pow- 
erless debating society. In strong lan- 
guage, Rusk pointed to Khrushchev’s 
charges that the agency is headed for 
“ruin and death” and declared that none 
other than the Soviet nation wants the 
“ruin and death” of the United Nations. 

The statement followed Khrushchev’s 
sharpest attack in recent months on the 
United Nations. At a luncheon for Presi- 
dent Nkrumah of Ghana this week he 
declared that the Soviet Union will refuse 
to accept majority decisions of the United 
Nations, even if all other nations voted for 
them, unless they suited the Soviet Union. 

With arrogance reminiscent of Adolf 
Hitler, the Russian premier further de- 
clared that the Soviet’s own interests 
were supreme over all other countries 
and that Moscow would rely on force to 
uphold them. He thus served notice that 
the pretense of cooperating with the 
United Nations is over. 

Let all nations, especially those un- 
able to protect their independence with- 
out the U.N. shield, note Khrushchev’s 
words. Their stake is the greater in his 
drive to remove it as a bar to Communist 
ambitions to take over the world. 

While Khrushchev’s blast was aimed 
in part at possible U.N. intervention at 
Berlin, the implications for all free na- 
tions were clear. Rusk’s statement re- 
moves the mask and takes the initiative 
for freedom at last.

If President Kennedy could prevail 
upon other retired Americans to under- 
take similar journeys—Mr. Truman to 
Greece and the Near East, for instance, 
and Mr. Eisenhower to Europe—they 
could contribute to a resurgence of Amer- 
ican prestige.

Kennedy Frowns 


At Press Critics 


WASHINGTON—lIn the last few weeks, the 
Kennedy administration has been showing great 
sensitivity and even irritation about public criti- 


cism of its acts. One reporter was called into the White House wood- 
shed Thursday for sending a detailed though factually accurate ac- 
count about who helped pick up the tab for this week's party at 
Mount Vernon for President Mohammad Ayub Khan of Pakistan. 


A few days ago, President Ken- 
nedy himself spent more than a 
half hour on the telephone com- 
plaining about a critical analysis 
of his administrative procedures 
in a weekly news magazine. 

All this is fair enough: We 
criticize them, they criticize us; 
but lately there has been a ten- 
dency in administration quarters 
to categorize reporters as either 
“for” or “‘against’’ the adminis- 
tration and in at least one case a 
refusal to cooperate with the 
representatives of a magazine as- 
sumed to be “hostile.” 

Few presidents have escaped 
similar responses to criticism. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower boasted 
after he left the White House that 
he seldom read the newspapers 
and wouldn’t look at anything in 
the Washington Post except the 
sports pages. 

The Kennedys and their prin- 
cipal aides in the White House are 
a different case. They drink print- 
er’s ink for breakfast instead of 
coffee. They read everything in 
sight and probably take it all 
more seriously than it deserves. 

Kennedy has had a sympathetic 
press on the whole and is liked 
and respected by most of the men 
who cover him. But since Cuba, 
which was not an unqualified suc- 


cess, there has naturally been 
considerable analysis of what 
went wrong and ever since he has 
been a little tender and peevish. 


The latest flurry about the 
Mount Vernon party was actually 
inflamed by the White House it- 
self. There were a few obscure 
comments about the lavishness of 
the affair in the society columns 
of Wednesday's papers, and a few 
telephone calls to Mount Vernon 
and Capitol Hill about the cost. 


Nevertheless, most people here 
were commenting favorably about 
the originality of having a state 
dinner on the Mount Vernon lawn, 
about the grace and beauty of the 
affair, and it was not until the 
White House press secretary de- 
cided to make a statement on 
the occasion that it came out that 
private donations were made and 
even solicited to defray part of 
the expense. 

This is what brought the inci- 
dent to the fore. Some people said 
the Kennedys were doing no more 
than is done at a charity ball— 
getting friends to help foot the 
bill. Others said it was the pub- 
lic’s business and that, pretty as 
it all was, it didn’t quite go with 
either the critical times or with 
the President's calls for sacrifice.

When President Ayub of Pakis- 
tan gave Congress in plain words 
Wednesday the sound reason 
against terminating foreign aid, or 
crippling its potential by indis- 
criminate appropriation cuts, he 
Was expressing a view which is 
impressively supported by the re- 
sults of every well-conceived and 
competently administered foreign 
aid program. The Marshall Plan 
furnishes the best example. But 
this is not the ‘‘story’’ of which 
President Ayub fears that Con- 
gress and the American people 
are ‘‘getting a bit tired.’’ So far 
as samplings of opinion at the 
Capitol and among the public at 
large are dependable, there ap- 
parently is a majority agreement 
with these remarks by Ayub: 

“We want you to assist us 
(Pakistan) to develop. We need 
foreign capital, we need machine 
tools, we need machines, we need 
this and we need that. (And) you 
have every right to demand and 
expect that this aid is usefully and 
profitably and sensibly employed.” 


The resistance to the foreign aid 
program in its latest budget phase 
was created by other causes. One 
is the business community’s fear 
of building up low-cost competition 
in world trade. Another is evi- 


é 


dence, such as that in Laos, and 
more recently in a highly critical 
appraisal by the Times of London, 
of U.S. aid in Iran, that in many 
areas the program definitely con- 
tinues not to be “usefully and 
profitably and sensibly employed.”’ 

A third cause is that the ‘“‘new 
concept”’ claimed is mostly a new 
paint job. 

Another reason for Congress 
resistance is the ‘“‘duration’’ pro- 
vision for development loans at 
low interest or none. This em- 
powers'the executive to draw $7.3 
billions from the treasury over 
the next five years without being 
subjected to the annual appropri- 
ating authority of Congress. The 
argument for this is that prior as- 
surance of the funds required to 
complete long-term foreign aid 
projects is indispensible to sound 
planning. 

But the effect would be the sur- 
render by Congress for this period 
of its power of the purse, its para- 
mount constitutional power. And 
though Congress has thus relin- 
quished its control over more 
than $100 billion since 1932, the 
record of foreign aid administra- 
tion has fortified members who 
os that the practice should end 
ere.

Vitale (58 arrests), Frank Mitchell (26 arrests), Blinky Palermo, 
and the notorious dethroned boxing czar, Frankie Carbo.

| ‘We wanted to break up Liston’s association with hoodlums,”’ 
St. Louis Capt. John Doherty informed SI authors. ‘“‘Every time 
| we could jump Liston up, find him, we did. We wouldn't tolerate 

beating any citizens up: robbing them, which he was known for. I 
must have talked to Liston on 20 occasions." 


Conversation obviously made no impression on Liston. He 
bounced from one jam into another. Then, for a span. his handlers 
kept Sonny so busy in the ring that he did not have time for extra- 

_ curricular bouts with the law. He won 32 of 33 fights, turned off 
» the lights on 22 foes. 


The 29-year-old strong man was on the verge of emerging 
from the dark shadows of a gloomy past. He zoomed into the 
spotlight as the No. 1 contender for Floyd Patterson's crown. 
Patterson was fresh out of opposition after his third fracas 
with Ingemar Johansson last March in Miami Beach. 


Awaiting his introduction in the ring before the bout, Liston 
sat down near us in the press row. A hulking man, Liston looked 
as though he just might be able to back up his boast that he 
could whip Patterson and Johansson on the same evening. 


Patterson wisely refrained from challenging Liston. After up- | 


ending Ingemar for the second and presumably. final time, Patter- 
son uttered his oft-quoted statement that he was not afraid of Liston 
in the ring. He was afraid of getting bumped off by Sonny's 
associates.

Patterson promised that Liston, as soon as he cleaned house, 
would be given proper consideration for a bout. Floyd punctuated 
the remark by saying that, solely on boxing merit, he rated Liston 
the No. 1 contender. 


Since Carbo and Palermo had been incarcerated, the track 

was clear for Sonny's reform program. He purchased his con- 
tract from Pep Barone. He would have no trouble locating a new 
pilot. Numerous citizens, including Rocky Marciano, Joe Lewis 
and Pete Rademacher, expressed willingness to accept a slice of a 
man who very easily could have an income of a million bucks an- 
nually in the foreseeable future. 


Liston shopped around and selected Katz, a veteran man- 
ager with an untarnished reputation. The good conduct cam- 
paign was on. With prosperity just around the corner, however, 
Liston soon collided again with the law. He was arrested on 
May 18 for stupidly refusing to vacate a Philadelphia street 
corner. He quickly slipped the noose around his neck again on 
June 12. 


This time Sonny and a companion were playing cops following 
a Negro woman through Philadelphia's Fairmont Park. A park 
guard came to the rescue and eventually overhauled Liston and 
his associate after a wild chase at speeds up to 80 mph. The 
charge was impersonating an officer. 


Separate magistrates gave Liston a verbal lashing and re- 
leased him on each charge. But the Pennsylvania Boxing Com- 
mission was sterner. 

On the brink of becoming perhaps the first man who couldn't 
read and write to earn a million bucks, Liston has succeeded in 
doing what Patterson probably couldn’t have done.

ARCTIC LODGE, KINOOSAO, Saskatchewan— 
One thing for sure—there is much more to fishing 
than the fish. The people you meet, the country 
you see, the intriguing incidents 
you run into—all far outweigh . 
any actual contest you might ¥ 
have with a fish, even through ©! 
the medium of a glass wand ©, 
dressed in monofilament line. | 

Fishing is filled with the un- ' 
expected. We got our first pleas- ; 
ant surprise on the way to this 
outpost of civilization, when we 
bumped into homefolks. We were 
standing in a corner of the air- 
port, waiting to be loaded for the 
thousand-mile trek northward to Ellie? 
the Arctic Circle, when I suddenly “found some 
familiar faces in the group of fishermen. Like us, 
they were waiting to be loaded aboard the 


chartered aircraft, which would wing us toward 
one of the most fabulous fishing spots a man 
might ever hope to find. 


One of those faces belonged to my old friend, 
Bill Davis, of Albany—Cracker pronunciation, All- 


benny. With Bill were his two nephews, Brad and. 


Don Lanier, Jimmy Allison and Don Strait, whose 
home is in Marietta, not too many long casts 
away from my own. 


Bill and Jimmy had been up the year before, 
and had found the fishing in Reindeer Lake so 
eat they simply could not resist the urge 

to sample it again this year. And they admitted 
that the country and its people attracted them 
as much as the fishing. 


Reindeer Lake is located in the northern part 
of Saskatchewan, on the boundary of Manitoba. 
It is really a sprawling, cold water spring, 60 
miles across at its widest point and somewhere 
between 210 and 240 miles long—depending en- 
tirely on what map you have in your hand or 


who you happen to be talking with. It is sprin- 
kled profusely with islands — more than 5,000, 
which range in size from jagged reefs with a 
couple of trees, to rocky, elevated hunks of 


spruce and white birch forest on islands larger 
than Rockdale County. Some 94 rivers feed the 
lake, which is so crystal pure that anywhere in 
it, you put your cup or glass over the side of 
the boat and get a drink of ice water. 


Phil Boykin and Turner Summers, who have 
been planning the Arctic trek for almost a year, 
and I joined forces with the other Cracker rebels 
and our small Confederate army held its own 
with the remainder of the Westerners, Midwest- 
erners and Yankees, scattered from Kansas to 
Ohio. No matter where in the world you go, you 
always find at least one guy from Ohio. 


The temperature at Minneapolis, where we 
embarked, hovered around a humid and horrible 
96 degrees. More than 1,000 miles north of the 


Twin Cities, we stepped off the plane on a dirt 
air strip, newly constructed along the rim of an 
island close to Arctic Lodge, our destination. 
They said our plane was the second to land there. 


We were met on the air strip by an icy wind 
off the lake. It had every angler who had 
dressed for the Minneapolis weather, scrambling 
in his duffle for wool shirts, jackets, rain suits 
or any garment that would protect him from be- 
ing quick-frozen. One guy simply undressed on 
the strip, stuffed his pressed, store-bought coat 
and britches into the duffle bag and put on warm 
clothes from the skin out, his first layer being a 
pair of red flannels—if you can imagine that in 
July. 


We shook hands with Fred Lockhart, who built 
and operates Arctic Lodge, loaded our duffle and 
tackle into boats for the three-mile ride between 
the air strip and lodge, for a week’s fishing in 
one of the remote and primitive wilderness re-

Typical of many Atlanta teen- 
age folk music groups that 
have appeared in recent years 
are ‘The Expressos.”’ This is 
a folk music quartet composed 
of two North Fulton High stu- 
dents and two recent graduates. 


The group first got together 
last September. “‘We had been 
singing and playing folk music 
together for some time just for 
our own entertainment,”” ex- 
plained.

“Last September we were 
asked to sing at a school club 
retreat at Rock Eagle State 
Park.

Ingenuity, Skill, 


And Little Money —

Would you just love a car of your own? 


Well, who wouldn’t you are thinking. But if you’re still a mem- 
ber of the soda set, car prices may seem to you ‘“‘strictly for the 


caviar crowd.’ 


Two Atlanta boys are showing that it is possible to build your 
own car if you have a lot of ingenuity and mechanical know-how 


and only a minimum of money. 


About a year ago, Edward Nunan, recent Druid Hills High 
graduate, decided to join three friends in a car-rebuilding venture. 


“The other boys had purchased a 1953 Mercury convertible 
for $10 to use for a body and were planning to rebuild the car by 
picking up parts in junk yards,” explained Edward, who plans to 
major in social studies at Emory. 


YEAR OF EXPERIMENTATION 


This started a year of experimentation that has resulted in an 
automobile that is now in ‘excellent mechanical condition,” ac- 
cording to Johnny Miller, an architecture major at Georgia Tech 
and Edward’s partner in the project. 


In this short span the car has changed owners twice. First, 
two of the boys sold their interest to Edward and Johnny. Just 
recently Johnny has sold out to Edward. 


“‘We have done all work on the car unaided by a professional 
mechanic,’ Johnny explained. ‘“‘But there have been problems.” 


The first problem the boys faced was replacing the rear half 
of the convertible. “The rear section of the original body was 
quite rusty and full of holes. We found another 1953 Mercury con- 
vertible in a junk yard,” Edward said. ‘‘The rear of this car and 
the front of the first car make up the car’s body.” 


BIGGEST PROBLEM 


“But the biggest problem was the motor,” Johnny added. 
*‘We first tried a Chrysler motor, but it was too big.’ The boys 


then tried an Oldsmobile engine. That is, they struggled until they 


got it in. 


“Then, before we even had a chance to test it, we got a better 
deal,’’ Edward said. ‘“‘A fellow traded us a Ford engine and $100 
to boot for the Oldsmobile engine. We had to rebuild the rings and 
the bearings.’’ But Edward’s car now purrs out on the road with a

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Better says Prof

No grades? How can we have a school with- 


out them? 


Doubtless this was the reaction of many star- 
tled Georgia parents last year when they learned 
their children were to attend a nongraded school. 
In 19 locations throughout the state, nongraded 
schools were raising many questions in parents’ 
minds. 


IT’S NOT NEW 


The nongraded primary school program, 
though not new, is largely untested in Georgia. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bailey, Coordinator of the Non- 
graded Primary Project for Georgia, answered 
a question that has been perplexing many Geor- 
gia parents in this way. 

“The chief difference in a nongraded school is 
that grade designations are dropped. This means 
inwardly as well as outwardly. We must quit 
thinking in terms of grades.”’ 


MOVES AT HIS OWN RATE 


The major advantage of dropping grade desig- 
nations, Mrs. Bailey explained, is that each pupil 
is then free to move along at his own rate. 


“If a student is a slow learner, he can start 
where he left off the previous year without the 
barrier that is set up by grade retention. The 
child does not meet with failure until he is ma- 
ture enough to handle it. 


GIFTED MOVE RAPIDLY 


“On the other hand, gifted children can move 
along as rapidly as their abilities will allow 
them, but they do not skip or repeat anything,”’ 
Mrs. Bailey added. 


To keep parents informed concerning the prog- 
ress of their child, individual parent-teacher con- 
ferences are held twice a year, Mrs. Bailey 
added. 


PLAN BENEFITS TEACHER 


The nongraded primary plan benefits the 
teacher, too, Mrs. Bailey said. “A teacher feels 
freer to move into second grade material than 
she does in a graded school where a certain body 
of material is assigned to each grade.”’ 


The plan being used in Georgia schools is for 
an ungraded school up to grade 4. ‘“‘However,”’ 
Mrs. Bailey said, ‘““emphasis is now being placed 
on continumg the plan throughout the elementary 
school. We hope that the plan will move on as 
the children do.”’ 


19 SCHOOL BENEFITS 


To assist Georgia schools in studying the non- 
graded plan of school organization, the State De- 
partment of Education appropriated $38,000 last 
year. Divided among 19 school systems, each 
participant received $2,000. 


According to Dr. Robert H. Anderson, co-au- 
thor of the nongraded elementary school and 
Associate Professor of Education at Harvard 
University, Georgia is the only state that is 
putting money into a project to study the non- 
graded primary school. 


Dr. Anderson was conference consultant at 


What Is a School

Georgia's first conference on the nongraded pri- 
mary program held recently on the campus of 
Georgia State College for Women. 


Next year 40 school systems will get $1,000 to 
study’ the nongraded plan. Thirty-two systems 
have already applied for funds and been ap- 
proved. 


FUNDS ARE DIVIDED 


In an effort to divide funds equally among 
schools in urban and rural areas, each Congres- 
sional district may have four systems to par- 
ticipate in the project. 


Georgia schools taking part in the nongraded 
primary project are allowed to use the money as 
they choose. But, according to Mrs. Elizabeth 
Bailey, Coordinator of the Nongraded Primary 
Project for Georgia, the State Department of 
Education suggests that systems concentrate on 
only one or a very few schools for the best re- 
sults. 


PLAN WORKS WELL 


Mrs. Bailey emphasized that the State De- 
partment of Education does not advocate any one 
plan. They believe that each system should set 
up its own plan within a big framework, she ex- 
plained. “‘We want to find out the conditions 
under which the plan works well as well as the 
hinderances that teachers encounter,’’ Mrs. Bai- 
ley said. 


The nongraded primary school is not a new 
idea. As early as 1939, the College Avenue Ele- 
mentary School in Athens was experimenting 
with such a program which they called their 
Continuous Progress Plan. 


PROGRAM BEGAN IN 1942 


The Milwaukee, Wis.; schools are recognized 
nationally as the first to introduce the nongraded 
primary idea in all elementary schools in their 
system. They began the program in 1942, 


There are now about 2,000 systems throughout 
the country using some form of the nongraded 
program. 


SCHOOLS CONTINUE 


School systems continuing the program from 
last year are First District—Chatham and Evans 
Counties; Second District — Colquitt County and 
Pelham; Third District—Dodge County and Fitz- 
gerald: Fourth District — Clayton County; Fifth 
District—Fulton County and Atlanta; Sixth Dis- 
trict—Baldwin and Bibb Counties; Seventh Dis- 
trict — Floyd and Walker Counties; Eighth Dis- 
trict—Coffee and Telfair Counties; Ninth District 
—White and Hall Counties; Tenth District—Rich- 
mond and Clarke Counties. 


SYSTEMS APPROVED 


New systems approved for the program are: 
First District — Jenkins and Emanuel Counties; 
Second District — Dougherty County; Third Dis- 
trict—Crisp and Stewart Counties; Fifth District 
— DeKalb County; Sixth District — Washington

WASHINGTON—Although Sen- 
ate majority leader Mike Mans- 
field is committed to bringing an 
anti-filibuster rule to a Senate 
vote, there is no indication he 
will make an all-out fight to wear 
down Southern opposition. 


Since the beginning of this ses- 
sion of Congress last January, 
Mansfield has been pledged to 
call up before the session ends a 


proposal to limit debate by a 
three-fifths vote. 
This has long been publicly 


known and published many times. 


ATTEMPT TO MODIFY 

An attempt to modify Rule 22 
was threatened by liberals when 
Congress convened in January. 
But Mansfield sidetracked it to 
committee, promising to bring it 
up later in the year. 

With Congress now moving on 
toward an expected September 
adjournment, the rules fight talk 
is being revived. 

Rule 22 requires a two-thirds 
vote of senators present and vot- 
ing to shut off debate. Until it 
was modified slightly in 1959 it 
required a constitutional two- 
thirds vote. That is, two-thirds of 
the entire membership.
